vatory as a cellist and. composer, after twelve years of intensive study. He then 
entered the Russian Army and rosie nf years. A tour with the Moscow Trio followed, 
through the Orient and Siberia. nz to Los Angeles he was immediately engaced as 
eellist with the Philharmonio and soon went +o Sid Grauman's theaters, as 
musical director, where he remained until 1928. It was he who opened the Million ae 
Dollar, Eeyptian, Metropolitan, Chinese, Mayan and Varner Bros. theaters with his 
fine orchestras. Then Paramount Pictures olaimed him for seven years and, later, | 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer where he remai ed until 1941. At that time he took the nest as. 
head of the department of music at’RKO. He now handles the business mans sement of 
the music department, assigns scorers to each picture, and also composes many scores 
himself.
